Houlder Brothers & Co. was formed in 1856 in London and operated 
with chartered tonnage until 1861. The Houlder Line company went 
through many changes until the Houlder name disappeared in the 
1980’s. Throughout the period of the company they used the Maltese 
cross symbol on their ships funnels and flags. 
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
